Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 6 and 37-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 5 and 6 (Amended^ The closest prior art Jones (US 5953091) 
discloses in Figure 2 all of the limitations set forth in the claims. However, Jones either alone or 
in combination with other prior arts do not further teach or suggest that the single retardation 
layer having a cholesteric liquid crystal material, which is formed on the color filter layer having 
a substantially uniform thickness, fiirther has a fimction of a biaxial film. Therefore, claims 5 
and 6 are deemed non-obvious and inventive over the prior arts, thus are allowed. 

As to claims 37-40 : Since claims 37-40 depend directly on the allowed claims 5 and 6, 
hence, are also allowed.
